Condemned by City Engineer, 
but Sloth of Municipality 
Moved: Petitioners to Other

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Property owners in East Boston today 
filed a strong petition with the United 
States engineer for the district of Boston, 
pleading that the federal government 
either “take action or order the city 
of Boston to take action relative to im- 
proving the East Boston-Chelsea, Merid- 
lan street bridge. 

Lieut.-Col. Edward Burr, the officer 
mentioned, communicated at once with 
Brig.-Gen. William Marshall, chief of 
engineers, and a date for a public hearing 
on the ‘matter in the federal building 
-will be set for some time within a week. 

Although City Engineer Jackson has 
stated that “the condition of this bridge 
is worse than any in Boston,” citizens 
claim to be unable to determine just 
what the city intends to do about it, 
and, tired of promises and delays, have 
submitted the. matter to the war de- 
partment for adjustment. 

The petition states that the Meridian 
street bridge is an unreasonable obstruc- 
tion to the free navigation of the waters 
of Chelsea creek on account of insufficient 
height, width of span, character of draw, 
mechanism of draws, and that there is 
difficulty in passing the draw-opening of 
the bridge by steamboats and other 
water craft. 

The draw, the petition states, is par- 
ticularly deficient in respect to (1) the 
width of the two openings; (2) the 
types of the-draw proper; (3) the char- 
acter and condition of the draw mechan- 
ism; (4) the type, character and condi- 
tion of the va idge gates and mech- 
anism ; (6) the width of the roadway 
across the bridge and particularly across 
the draw; (6) the length of the draw 
piers on each side of the draw. 

The petitioners want the secretary of 
war to order the city of Boston, 

(1) To construct a draw in the bridge 
having two draw openings, one on each 
side of a central pier and each draw 
opening to be 100 feet wide. 

(2) In constructing the draw to build 
it after some modern, approved quick- 
acting type, such as those commonly 
known as the “roller lift” or “swinging” 
types, and to equip the same with mech-

Wherever Colonel Roosevelt and his 
family went today they were the center 
of interested groups. An official state- 
ment that the family wished as much 
privacy as possible during its stay here 
was only partially heeded, though there 
was no attempt by the crowds to ob- 
trude upon the family. Every place of 
‘nterest in the city was visited during the 
day, with Inspector-General Slatin Pasha 
acting as the official escort. 

There was a small gathering at the 
palace durings the early hours Monday 
evening. 

The Roosevelts occupy the choicest 
suite in the old palace. The palace itselt 
proved so interesting that Mrs.. Roose- 
velt declared she could be satisfied to 
remain indoors during her stay. There 
is an enormous salon, with white furni- 
ture, upholstered in rose brocade. A 
wide veranda runs along the north side 
of the palace. In the dining room are 
portraits of Khedive Abbas, the King and 
Queen of England, Queen Victoria and 
others of the English royalty, and paint- 
ings of several local battle scenes. The 
bedrooms are spacious and comfortable 
but are not luxuriantly furnished. 

The palace grounds are beautiful. Wide 
lawns, palms, flowering shrubs and “Gor. 
don’s rose trees” make its charms almost 
unrivaled. At the entrance to the hall 
a tablet marks the place where General 
Gordon was slain. Many relies of Gen- 
eral Gordon are in the palace, including 
a number of guns which seemed to at- 
tract Colonel Roosevelt ‘more than any- 
thing else.

LARGEST VESSELS AFLOAT 


’ Rushing Work on Constniction of Olympic and Titanic— 
Expect to Launch Former in October — To Carry 


Five Thousand Passengers.

LONDON—The construction of the two 
new White Star liners Olympic and ‘Ti- 
tanic is proceeding rapidly ; in fact, it 
is said that the Olympic is to be launched 
on Oct, 21. 

These two gigantic ocean greyhounds 
will be the largest vessels afloat, their 
gross tonn§ge amounting to about 45,000, 
or 12,000 tons more than the Lusitania 
and Mauretania.

TERMS OF PEACE 
BY SENOR MADRIZ 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua,— President 
Madriz in refusing the proposal of inter- 
vention by the United States made by 
General Estrada on the ground that it 
disregarded the sovereign dignity of Nic- 
aragua, writes: 

“I would accept peace on tHe following 
terms: The recognition of my govern- 
ment, full amnesty, validation of the 
payments made to the revolution from 
the government funds, pensions to wid-

to agree to arbitration as to what the 
equivalent to the minimum shall be, and 
still maintain their demand for a further 
payment for small coal, and for a guar- 
antee for wages in abnormal places, 
neither of which demands the owners 
can agree to, the owners fail to see any 
advantage in discussing other points 
while these remain unsettled.” 

The next -step will, it appears, be the 
calling of a national conference of the 
Miners Federation of Great Britain, to 
lay the whole situation before them.

Under or- 
dinary circumstances such an attempt 
would be ineffectual for the reason that 
each of the various clubs’ has its own 
basis of handicapping, either from par or 
bogey, or perhaps from the best form 
of their crack player. For a number of 
years the Metropolitan Association has, 
sought to have the clubs adopt a single’ 


the Calkins system. : 
The unfortunate part of any such at- 
tempt ‘at a general handicap list lies 
with the individual club handicappers 
who fail to grasp the real principles of 
the plan as clearly outlined by tue asso- 
ciation in the instructions which go out 
with the different blank forms. Having

member is obtained from rec@rds, and a! 
table of figures is provided which plainly 
indicates what handicap each player is 
entitled to.

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DEBATE ADJOURNED 
“BY HOUSE OF LORDS 
ON REFORM MOTION 


LONDON — The House of Lords has | 


taken up the passage or the self-denying 
ordinance proposed by Lord Rosebery, 
which is the first portion of his program 
for the radical reform of the upper 
chamber. ‘The House adjourned the de- 
bate on Monday after a discussion which 
revealed that the members of the upper 
house themselves are not at all agreed 
upon the subject. 

No other proposals were made, 
though Lord Morley of Blackburn ex- 
pressed surprise that Lord Rosebery had 
not waited for the government’s pro- 


posals, and pointed out that the Roose- 
bery plan of reform would entirely fail 
to remove the possibility of future dead- 
locks arising between the two houses, 
which was the real difficulty to be solved. 

Lord. Rosebery moved that the House 
resolve itself into a committee of the 
whole to consider the best means of re- 
forming the existing organization so ab 
to constitute itself a strong and efficient 
second chamber. At the same time he 
presented a set of resolutions to thie 
effect that there was a necessity of a 
strong and efficient second chamber for 
the well being of the state; that such a 

chamber would “be best obtainable by the 
reform. and reconstitution of the House 
of Lords; and that a necessary prelim- 
inary to such reform and reconstitution 
was the acceptance of the principle that 
‘the possession of a peerage in itself 
should no longer afford the right to sit 
and vote in the House of Lords. 

Lord Rosebery declared that the time 
had come for a reform from within with- 
out waiting for the government to carry 
out its proposals. He said that it was 

wished to establish” the elective princi- 
ple, but it must not be through popular 
elections, but by elections by associa- 
tions, corporations and county councils: 
In America, he said, the veto of the 
Senate was stronger than was ever the 
veto of a sovereign.

Tom follows and tries to find a pub- 
lisher for his poems, but is unsuccessful 
and suffers the pangs of poverty in the 
company of a comic servant. Bessie 
prospers and becomes famous and by a 
happy chance Tom wins the favor of the;

This amusing play had a ‘long run at 
the Park theater, this city, last season, 
achieving a popular success without the 
acting of rank Melntyre,. the original 
Bob Blake, who now comes to us with 
Miss Gertrude Coghlan as the pretty 
telegrapher, and others of the original 
New York cast.

Ho-ho-ho-he-he-ha-ha-ha, ‘That, as near 
as it can be put on paper is the sort of 
thing Mr. McIntyre punctuates the dia- 
logue of “The Traveling Salesman” with 
every few moments. 

He laughs when he fiyst meets Beth 
Elliott, laughs during that amusing 
scene in which the lonely girl shares her 
Christmas luncheon. with him, threugh 
the amusing scene in the hotel room at 
the characteristic gathering of tle other 
drummers. He outwite the villains who 
would rob Beth of her land with a laugh 
instead fo a toplofty speech and it is 
his laugh that makes nim irresistible to 
her at the end. 

Mr. McIntyre stops at nothing to make 
the audience laugh. For that matter, he 
doubtless feels fully justified by the 
author, who certainly left out nothing 
funny that occurred to him. As was 
said in this place when the play was here 
before, there are several unpaiatable 
speeches by Mrs. Babbitt in the last act 
that should be cut. Their omission would 
improve the play. The first two acts 
are much the best. If the author had 
not felt bound by tradition to introduce 
a conyentional plot into his comedy he '

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GOVERNMENT BRIEF | 
INCORPORATION TAX 
CASES FILED TODAY 


WASHINGTON -—- The brief of the 
government in the corporation tax cases 
waa filed in the supreme court today. 

it was prepared by Solicitor-General 
Liocyd W. Bowers_in response to 15 de- 
fondant appeals against the imposition 
of this tax, The appeals came from mis- 
cellancous companies, insurance com- 
panies, public seryice corporations and 
real estate corporations and the solicitor- 
peneral specifically takes up each of 
these classes, 

- Ilis argument is that the tax is not 
a direct tax upon the property real or 
personal, of the corporations. He says 
the tax is an excise upon “the carrying 
on or doing business” by guch companies 
and therefore needs apportionment 
among the states according to popula- 
Neither, it 
is argued, is the tax a direct tax upon 
the shares of the stockholders or upon 


. their income from their shares. 


It is denied that the w i becomes a 
direct tax in the special cise of a com- 
pany engaged in dealing in real estate, 
Realty companies have made a strong 
plea on this point. It is further denied 
that the tax is an infraction on the 
general power of the states to authorize 
the formation of corporations and joint 
glock companies, 

Contending that the business of public 
service companies, such as railroads, 
atreet railroads, telegraph, lighting and 
power companies, is not intrinsically an 
operation of the state which created the 
company, it is furthermore held that the 
United States may tax even a business 
conducted for or by a state itself. It is 


~held that income received by a company 


from state or municipal bonds is to be 
included in- the computation of its net 
income. 

An important part of the argument for 
the government is that the tax as an 
excise is uniform, in aceordance with the 
constitution, and that it does not take 
property without process of law. It is 
further argued that none of the special 
rules prescribed by the law concerning 
exemptions or computations of the tax 
produces any lack of necessary uni- 
formity. ; 

The solicitor-general declares that no 
company is subjected to any unreason- 
able search or séizure, or is improperly 
réquired to incriminate itself by any of 
the provisions of the law. He argues 
that the tax could properly be collected 
this year although measured by the net 
income of the tax-paying company dur- 
ing the last calendar year. 

In conclusion the brief contends that 
if the court should find that any part 
of the law is unconstitutional it should 
nevertheless be -sustained in all of its 
other parts, 

It is expected that argument upon the 
15 cases. which will all be considered at 
once, will begin in the supreme court im- 
mediately after the arguments in the 
Standard Oil case are concluded Thurs- 
day.

PRESIDENT ISSUES | 
A PROCLAMATION 


Urges the People to Give Full 
Information to the Census 
Takers Who Begin Their 
Work a Month Hence. 


WASHINGTON—President Taft, 
proclamation issued Monday, urges ev- 
erybody throughout the United States 
“{o answer promptly, completely and 
acciirately all addressed to 
them by the endmerators or other em- 


plovees” who will be engaged in the tak- 
ing of the thirteenth decennial census, 
which work will begin one month from 
today. 

The proclamation points out that it is 
the duty of all persons to answer census 
questions, that adults refusing to do so 
are subject to penalty, and continues: 

“The sole purpose of the census is to 
sesure general statistical information re- 
garding the population and resources of 
the country, and replies are required 
from individuals only in order to permit 
the compilation of such general statis- 
tics. 

“The census has nothing to do with 
taxation, with army or jury service, 
with the compulsion of school attend- 
ance, with the regulation of immigration, 
or with the enforcement of any national, 
state or local law or ordinance, nor can 
any person be harmed in any way by 
furnishing the information required. 

“There need be no fear that any dis- 
closure will be made regarding any indi- 
vidual person or his affairs. Fér the due 
protection of the rights and interests 
of the persons furnishing information 
every employee of the census bureau is 
prohibited, under, heavy penalty, from 
disclosing any information which may 
thus come to his knowledge.”

WASHINGTON—As a counter move 
to the aggressiveness of Russia and 
Japan in Manchuria, it is probable that 
the United States will enter the orien- 
tal field in active competition with other 


But with the new turn of events in 
the diplomacy of the far east this trade 
is on the verge of being demoralized and 
the “open door” is no longer a vital 
thing. 

It is quite evident that Japan and 
Russia have selected Manchuria as their 
own, if not territorially, at least com- 
mercially, and, having control of the 
railroads, are placing barriers in the way 
of the trade of the other nations, par- 
ticularly of the United States. It is 
becoming generally evident that the 
United States, to retain its trade with 
China} ‘must’ take more energetic meas- 
ures than merely to secure from the 
powers a reiteration of the approval of 
the principle of equal opportunity. This 
is the idea of both President Taft and 
Secretary Knox, and is in accordance 
with the new commercial policy of the 
state department. It is only a question 
whether the merchants and manufac- 
turers of America are sufficiently awake 
to the true situation to justify more 
aggressive measures. 

From the viewpoint of many diplo- 


‘mats, the United States now has the 


choice either of’insisting, possibly by re- 
sorting to war, that Japan observe the 
principle. of equal opportunity, or of 
peaceably forcing a way through the 
Japanese commercial! barriers by securing 
an interest in railroads in Manchuria 
and China and otherwise keeping open 
the channels of American trade. It is 
reasonably certain, at any rate, that con- 
fidence in Japan’s and Russia’s promises 
of keeping the door open has been dis- 
sipated. 

Secretary Knox has by no means aban- 


'|doned the project of building a railroad 


from Chinchow to Tsitsihar and Anigun. 
Despite Russia’s objections, which are 
based on a treaty superseded by several 
of more recent date, steps will be taken 
at the proper time to bring the project to 
completion. This would give the United 
States an open way into Manchuria, and 
it is, believed w ould ‘have much influence 
in bringing Japan and Russia to a less 
haughty frame of mind regarding Man- 
churian affairs, 

The Hukuang railroad loan, arrange- 
ments for which are now pending, is aiso 
but the first step in what will probably 
be an aggressive campaign on the part

Experts, However, Are of the 
Opinion That With Suff-

' tion Would Be Greater. 


RUSSIAN SITUATION|! 


There does’ not appear imminent in. the 
very near future an extraordinarily large 
increase in copper production from mines 
in foreign countries, although mining 
engineers of world-wide repute state 
that with sufficient development the next 
decade will bring to light large and prof- 
itable copper mines. The exploration of 
Africa by English companies, Germans 
and the American syndicate which has 
large concessions in the Congo is bound 
to result in copper deposits of valud, 
while Russia, which already has some 
shipping mines, is also expected to make 
a name as a copper producer. 

In Russia plans for a 1000-tofi smelter 
have been made by the Kyshtim Copper 


.|Co., which is controlled jointly by Eng- 


lish and American interests; the com- 
pany also contemplates the erection of 
a small refinery, the second to be in- 
stalled in that country. The existing re- 
finery, however, is an antiquated affair. 
The Kyshtim Company, in addition to 
its copper deposits in the Ural -Moun- 
tains, also has a large timber tract and 
from this is supplying the bulk if not 
all the ties used in the construction of 
the Trans-Siberian Railway. 

The company expects to produce about 
12,000,000 pounds of copper a year, but 
owing to the import duty of 71% cents 
a pound imposed by the Russian govern- 
ment on copper taken into that country, 
the producing company, which will mar- 
ket its copper there, will benefit -as 
greatly as though it were turning out 
30,000,000 pounds a year. 

From a single copper mine in German 
West Africa there was produced last 
year 44,250 tons of ore, against 25,700 
tons the previous year. 
ried 17 per cent copper, 30 per cent lead 
and 0.033 per cent silver. Smelter pro- 
duction was 3150 tons copper and 3000 of 
lead, the bulk of which was shipped to 
the United States for refining purposes. 
Cost per ton $2.76.

to 6 per cent they had before them jcom- 
plete returns of all system roads for 
1909, since made public. These show 
divisible surplus equivalent to 7.66 per 
cent on stock outstanding during the 
year, contrasting admirably with a bare 
5 per cent the year before, but leaving 
an uncomfortably narrow margin ovér 
the rate now paid. 

Still worse, the company is now paying 
dividends on $44,000,000 more stock than 
last year; available surplus of 1909, al- 


lowing for interest on notesypaid off, 


is equivalent to but.6.70 per’ cent on 
present stock. Obviously, directors had 
further increase of garnings and extra 
dividend of Lake Shore in mind when 
they raised the rate. Lake Shore, of 
course, will be there to fall back upon, 
whatever happens. For several years 
New: York Central has spent little or 
nothing out of the earnings.on the prop- 
erty, and the report for 1909, good as it 
is, proves that Central has no reason 
as a railroad to be paying 6 per cent yet 
awhile.

The chief reason for this 
is that proportion of transportation ex- 
penses was surprisingly reduced; in 
amount they were actually less than the 
year before, in thé face of $9,000,000 
more gross. Percentage of such expenses 
to gross was but 35.75, against 39.86 per 
cent in 1908,. With the new accounting 
no true comparison can be made with 
previous years, but in earlier years this 
ratio Was even higher than in 1908. 

There was a splendid saving in cost 
of opreating joint yards and terminals, 
but operation of joint tracks and facil- 
ities was in net result much more ex- 
pensive than the year before. Possibly 
the latter fact is due to’ the new con-

This is satisfactory as far as it goes, 
but» total maintenance is still several 
hundred thousand below 1907 by flat 
comparison. Changes in accounting have

materially. Moreover,, President Brown 
himself characterizes the road’s mainte- 
nance in words of the gravest import. 
He says: : 

‘In maintenance of way most items 
show small increases, due not to exces- 
sive expenditures this year, but to the 
comparatively small amount of work 
done in the months following ‘the finan- 
tial disturbance at the end of 1907.” 
And again: 

“fh maintenanée of equipment an in- 
crease of $2,430,231 is shown, due mainly 
to a largely increased cost for repairs of 
freight cars and the inclusion of an in- 
crease of $1,366,496 for renewals of 
equipment, consequent on a change of 
method in handling this account July 1, 
1908, since which this company has 
charged to renewals of equipment ac- 
count the full value, less salvage, of all 
equipment demolished or taken out of 
service, so that the year 1909 has borne 
its full proportion of such charges, while 
1908 had corresponding charges for last 
six months only.” 

How could the company ever have Pict 
less? This reads remarkably like an.ad- 
mission that former maintenance had not 
been sufficient to protect integrity of the 
property, If this means more mainte- 
nance and less capitalization, well and 
good, but it does not show that the com. 
pany is yet doing anything to increase 
the value of investment in its shares, 

hile the inference is that with increas- 
ing traffic, in regard to which President 
Brown expresses himself so confidently, 
maintenance’ will have to rise accord- 
ingly. 

Investments, general interest account 
and “miscellaneous income” yielded $1,- 
219,136 less than in 1908, while rental of 
leased lines and bond interest took $647,- 
219 more. On the other hand “hire of 
equipment” ealled for $513,000 less. This 
latter is another result of more vigorous 
administration. 

Profit and loss was credited with $1,- 
354,000 profit on sale of $5,000,000 Chesa- 
peake & Ohio stock. With the surplus 
of the year, this would have made a 
striking addition to profit and loss sur- 
plus, but as a bookkeeping matter $1,- 
655,000 had to be written off—$809,000 
to “injury claims prior to 1909” and 
$781,000 to “adjustment of items as- 
sumed under various leases.” By these 
unexpected’ entries do stockholders be- 
come aware of the financial import of 
past misfortune, hitherto concealed.

Cc. F. & G.W. Eddy, Inc., of the Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, received the 
following ‘from the Chicago corre- 
spondent :

Riley to this camp; the new government 
maneuver grounds at Pine Camp, New 
York will be used by the Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island and New York troops, the first 
command assembling Aug. 2; the North 
Carolina, Tennessee, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama and Missis- 
sippi regiments will occupy the camps 
at Chickamaugua used during the 'Span- 
ish war, assembling carly in July. The 
date, and the place for the mobilization 
of the Marvland, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, New Jersey, Virginia and District 
of Columbia troops has not yet been defi- 
nitely decided, though it will probably 
be at historie Manassas during July. 

At every camp the regulars from the 
military district in which the camp is 
situated will remain in the field for one 
month and the militia commands will 
average two weeks of -nstruction.

I believe Senator Root, when secretary 
of state, once said the better two peoples 
know one another, the less chance of 
their fighting, and 1 subscribe to that 
sentiment. 

“Every time I get a letter nowadays 
from a professed patriot or a philanthro- 
pist, | immediately want to dig beneath 
the surface to discover just how many 
dollars and cents he is going to make if 
his scheme goes through. I am _ not 
nearly as trusting as I used to’be.” 


Representative Henry 8S. Boutell of 
Chicago made this confession while dis- 
cussing the tariff with a friend. “The 
tariff,“ he continued, “was the means of 
opening my eyes to a good bit of human 
nature that I had not met before. I 
am now convinced that there is more 
pure, unadulterated selfishness repre- 
sented in the tariff than in any other 


“As a member of the ways and means 
committee I attended the long series of 
hearings preceding the framing of the 
tariff bill, and it would have done your 
heart good to listen to the long sermons 
on virtue, fair play and the Golden Rule 
that were read to us by gentlemen who 
came to urge the lowering of this 
schedule, the raising of that, or the abo- 
lition of another. Take the subject of 
denatured alcohol, for instance. As soon 
as it was brought to the fore we erat 
to get a perfect avalanche of protests 
from temperance societies, anti-saloon 
leaguers and white ribboners against the 
idea of allowing this product to be manu- 
factured at all. The temperance people | 
wrote, sent resolutions by the peck, and 
came on to Washington in person to im- 
press their objections against this terri- 
ble denatured alcohol. We were assured 
that if we allowed it to be made without 
the tax we would create whole armies 
of wretched drunkards and would have 
upon our consciences the tears and 
broken hearts of cities full of widows 
and orphans. TKe assurances of experts | ~ 
that the denatured alcohol could not be 
used as a beverage and therefore could 
not possibly make any drunkards, seemed 
to have no effect upon the crusaders. 
They knew better. 


“At last the secret came out. When 
We ‘turned down’ the temperance argu- 
ments as being groundless, a new crowd 
of anti-denatured alcohol people appeared 
on the scene. The wood alcohol makers 
swooped down on us and demanded that 
we protect their monopoly by refraining 
from putting denatured alcohol on the 
free list. They had been pushing the 
temperance people forward to fight their

The Oldest Hou 


ee 


se in Oklahoma 


RT GIBSON ean boast of not only ful Grand river flowing at the foot of 


the oldest but the most costly and 
quaint dwelling house in the state of 
Oklaboma, which was formerly used as 
headquarters for the commanding 
ofiicers of the old fort. It cost the 
United States government $50,000, which 
of course is a higher price than such a 
house would require today, but the 
workmanship is of the best quality. 
The building is three storfes high, of 
the best cut sandstone, the walle of the 
firet story Being 20 inches in thickness and 
the other stories 18 inches. The wood- 
work of the building is of solid black 
walnut, hand-made and finished, the out- 
side door being 24% inches in thickness. 
‘There are large: fireplaces in the house 
_ all finished in solid walnut. The house 
was built in 1854 and was occupied up to 
1891 by* officers. 
Here the present wife of Admiral} 
George Dewey lived after her marriage 
with General Hazen. Here after the 
defeat for the presidency by Grover 
Cleveland in 1884, James G. Blaine 
stayed for a time with his son-in-law, 
Colonel. Coppinger, who was then com- 
mander of the fort. Mr. Blaine used to 
sit on the veranda, watching the beauti- 


the hills and the fine surrounding pic- 
turesque scenery. An inscription over 
one of the fireplaces was written by him. 


But a change has come over the coun- 


try. Tribal government no longer exists. 
The old fort has been abandoned and the 
white man’s government has sway. Dr. 
Rogers, who is a Cherokee descendant, 
finally came into possession of this fine 
stone structure, which he has improved 
and modernized, until it is now one of 
the handsomest residences in the new 
state, and in some particulars has the 
most beautiful and commanding view. 
The walnut finish has all been overhauled 
and remodeled with polish and luster like 
that of a piano case. Fine quarter sawed 
oak floors have been laid and polished. 
An excellent water heating system has 
been installed. ‘The Blaine room and 
the one adjoining have been thrown into 
one with a large fireplace left intact 
with stately mantelpiece. 

There was a lot of scrap walnut lum- 
ber left over which Dr. Rogers has 
stored away, which he intends to have 
made into different kinds of furniture, 
some of which he expects to donate to 
the Oklahoma Historical Society.

The” following incident ‘a told by: Mme. 
Modjeska; in the Century. She says: I 
went often to the gtudio of Carolus Du- 
ran, where I was posing for a life-sized 
portrait.

When he left the room, Carolus 
Duran said, “Il a du talent, ce garcon- 
la.” (That fellow has talent.) It was 
a sort of offhand praise; at least we 
thought so. We wished very much to 
meet again “ce garcon-la,” but he did not

The 
men of knowledge were even more ex- 
cited, for the more they knew of elec- 
tricity the less they were able to credit 
the fact that a little plate of steel 
could take up the sounds of the voice 
and transmit them to another plate 
across a wire, where they were dis- 
tinguished by a listener. Professor Bell 
himself has said that if he had known 
more about electricity anf less about 
sound he should never have discovered 
the telephone; for his achievement was 
the seeming impossibility from the elec- 
trician’s view point. It was only after 
years of experiment in acoustics that 
the young man took up the study of, 
electricity simply to aid him to carry | 
out the idea that had come to him of 
transmitting the sound waves of speech. 
So here a little learning was just what 
was needed; and too much _ wiseness 
would have blocked his path.

Revival of the Old French Songs 


HE announcement will be received’ 


with much satisfaction that a series 
of reunions is being held among the sing- 
ers and actors of Paris with the object of 
elevating the standard of performances 
given for the public. 

At the first reunion M. Justice, a cafe 
singer, said that he had given several 
lectures in Nice and Cannes urging @ 
revival of the old’ French songs, which 
not only have great literary merit, but 
are gay and amusing as well. Since that 
time he made a careful investigation of 
the music halls frequented by the work- 
ing classes, and he noticed that songs 
of a better quality were as well received 
as the more questionable ones, From 
this he concluded that the present in- 
ferior class of song was not due to*the 
depravity of the audience, but to bad 
management on the part of those in au- 
thoyity. The workingman does not go 
to the cafe concert, Mr. Justice explained, 
to hear performances of an inferior order, 


but because they are cheaper than the} 


ordinary theater, and he can go in his 
workingman’s blouse and cap. As @ 
sign that this movement of reform would 
he welcome to the people, M. Justice re- 
called the success obtained by the re- 
vival of sixteenth, seventeenth and 
eighteenth century songs made by Fran- 
cisque Sarcey, the poet. 

Another cafe singer, M. Saint Lo, re- 
marked that the standard of songs once 
raised, one inevitable good effect would 
be that the profession would be cleared 
of incompetent performers, for it re- 
quires a first rate artist. to interpret a 
really fine song, whereas any one can 
sing one of more inferior quality. 

The means necessary to bring about 
the desired end were also discussed. One 
member advocated the formation of co- 
operative publishing societies-for musi- 
cal compositions on the ground that one 
reason a better class of song was not 
heard was that no firm could be found 
who would publish them. Others maim- 
tained, however, that plenty of good ma- 
terial wag published, but that it never 
found its way to the public. Another 
urged the creation of a model music hall 
which, he maintained, should appeal spe- 
cially to the working classes. M. Saint 
Lo favored the granting of licenses to 
performers, whether issued by the gov-

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“In Time of peace, prepare for war,” is a 
saying that seems to have outlived its useful- 
ness, if, indeed, there was ever a time when 
there was an excuse for its having been 
offered for the favorable consideration of a 
civilized people. Too often it appears as if 
the good counsel, which no doubt the words 
were originally intended to convey, is inter- 
preted to mean, “‘in time of peace prepare for 
war by thinking war, talking war, and by 
constantly inviting and almost insisting on having war.” Countries 
as well as individuals are most likely to find that for which they are 
looking. ‘The man or nation that is seeking for trouble is not likely 
to seek always in vain. . While it takes two to make a quarrel, one 
of the parties thereto can, if he will, do more than his half in bringing 
it about. 

No fact regarding the behavior and welfare of men seems more 
clearly established than that the carrying of weapons of defense 
.gets men into trouble more frequently than it helps them out. 
Nations possessing the means for prosecuting a war-—strong and 
growing armies and navies—often unconsciously gravitate toward 
war. It would be almost as reasonable to give a boy a knife and 
expect that he will never care to whittle as to expect a nation to have 
an overpoweringly strong war equipment and to make no use of it. 
The frequency with which “war talk” creeps into the American 
newspapers leads the peace lovers of this country who are said to 
be rapidly increasing in numbers to ask the question, Is there any 
one in the United States today who is eager for war for the sake of 
having war?: If there is it would help to clarify matters, no doubt, 
if he were to stand forth and honestly to declare his position. An 
honest apprehension of war, no matter how unwarranted and absurd, 
may be looked upon as an error of judgment, and may be an incentive 
for those holding such views to seek to have their nation prepare for 
what they believe to be an impending conflict ; but to talk war for the 
purpose of creating war is a monstrous proceeding utterly out of 
harmony with all the humane attributes that are presumed to be the 
legacy.of a higher civilizations : 

It is reassuring that in opposition to the ones who at times seem 
to be inviting war for war’s sake, there is another splendid body 
of men who are seeking to have the nation act upon the principle, 
“In time of peace, prepare for maintaining peace.” If the moral 
evolution of the race is to go forward, nations must be sometime, 
as individuals in the more civilized. lands are now, very much 
restricted in the use of guns.

tive Humphrey claims that this bill, if passed, will greatly help to 
keep our flag on the seas. ! 

It is of course very desirable to add to our merchant marine 
fleet, and there is no doubt that this could be brought about by ship 
subsidies; but those who are opposed to this policy find a strong 
argument against the supposed need of government aid in the fact 
that the Fore River Ship Building Company of Massachusetts was 
able to secure the contract for building battleships for Argentina in 
competition with foreign shipyards. It has been held that American 
shipyards cannot build ships as cheaply as they can be built abroad. 
The contrary would seem to be the truth in the matter. © The 
American firm underbid the Europeans by several pounds sterling 
per ton. Merchant ships are constructed of iron and steel, just as are 
battleships, and have much the same type of engines. 

In this campaign of education both sides should be fairly 
presented, andethe people will then be able to decide whether our 
commercial interests require the payment by Uncle. Sam of the 
asked-for bonus, or whether all that is needed is simply more push 
and. enterprise on the part of those who will be the first to reap the 
benefit of an increase in our commerce.

discriminate against us. Because Canada gee 
has been able to make a: satisfactory arrangement with France 
whereby both countries obtain valuable tariff concessions, it:does not 
follow that Canada is treating us unfairly. She is willing, and 
prepared, to meet us on practically our own terms, and we cannot 
reasonably ask for anything more. 

For the present there is no-relief from this situation. We shall 
in the end, in all probability, grant-our minimum rates to Canada 
without obtaining Canada’s minimum rates in return, for beyond the 
maximum and minimum scale, our tariff law is inflexible. In order 
to meet a special condition such as that which has arisen in Canada, 
the law would have to he changed, and an attempt to change it might 
be followed by a revival of the tariff agitation. This is not to be 
thought of at the present time, but the Canadian experience should 
prove to be valuable when Congress and the country are again 
prepared to reopen the tariff question. 

If the President at the present time, acting upon information 
obtained by the tariff board, were empowered to meet the Canadian 
case, the problem might be quickly and satisfactorily solved. Such 
authority, with proper safeguards, under proper restrictions, should 
be given the President at the earliest possible time. <A _ reciprocity 
arrangement under the present law is possible.-only when all that is 
demanded to meet concessions from other nations is our rigid 
minimum rate, but if we are ever going to make special tariff 
arrangements with foreign countries looking to mutual advantage 
our reciprocity clause will have to be more elastic.

THE campaign in the fourteenth Massachu- 
setts congressional district, formally opened 
last night, will be of short duration, since it 
closes on March 22. Considering the 
importance of the contest and the great 
interest which will be felt in it throughout the 
country, a week seems but a short, and hardly 
a sufficient, time in which to discuss such 
isspes as may be raised. The result will be 
watched for eagerly, not alone because the 
principals of the campaign are recognized as resourceful men, but 
because the election will be the first real trial of strength between the 
two great parties since William Howard Taft became President. 
The by-election in Missouri of a few weeks ago was contested by 
the Republicans under almost hopeless conditions. While the 
fourteenth Massachusetts district is strongly Republican, there has 
been, as everybody knows, a weakening of party lines in this state 
of late, and a wavering among many who for years have been 
counted with the stalwart supporters of Republican policies. 

Whether the lines shall be steadied and strengthened, and the 
indifferent and discontented shall be led to rally around the old 
standard in the face of the traditional enemy, remains to be seen. 
Two things appear to be settled, however, if reports from the front 
are accurate-—Mr. Buchanan at the start is not going to defend what 
is called “Cannonism” and those methods which “Cannonisim” is 
alleged to stand for, while Mr. Foss is not going to hesitate about 
attacking Republicanism in all of its phases. Thus, while at the 
beginning it would seem that the Republican candidate will give some 
time to apologies and explanations, the Democratic candidate will 
pursue an altogether aggressive course, which, generally speaking, is 
the moré effective plan in politics. 


A Republican defeat would be most unwelcome and disappoint- 
ing in Washington, and it 1s, therefore, not surprising to learn that 
some of the most forceful Republicatt speakers available will be 
thrown into the district at once; nor will it be surprising to learn 
within a few hours, or within a day or two, that Mr. Buchanan has 
forgotten all factional differences and that he is defending everything 
that Mr. Foss attacks. This, at least, will serve to arouse an 
enthusiasm on both sides commensurate with the importance of the 
struggle. 
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THE first merchant in New England, if not in 
the United States, to.employ women clerks in 
a dry goods store has recently celebrated a 
birthday anniversary at Saco, Me. Ii every 
woman clerk in all the dry goods stores of the 
United States should conclude to send him a 
birthday greeting, even the instigator of the 
custom of employing women as clerks might 
be somewhat amazed to find how popular has 
become the custom of which he was the 
Originator. In these later days, when women clerks in dry goods 
stores are to be counted the nation over by the tens of thousands, and 
when their services in such a capacity are deemed altogether

. indispensable, it seems rather strange that the first women to be so 


employed were thought to have stepped quite outside of woman's 
proper sphere. The proprietor of the store employing them was 
severely criticized for his innovation and his business Was boycotted 
to a considerable extent by his former women customers. They 
called upon him in a body and urged him to discharge his clerks, 
declaring that ‘it was unladylike for women to sell goods and be 
employed in a store where men acted as clerks. Many women 
customers who came into his store to trade would ignore the women 
clerks and slight them in every way. However, after a while the 
public’s point of view changed, and other stores in adjoining towns 
employed women. Then the Boston merchants léarned that women 
were successful as clerks and soon thousands were behind the counters 
of dry goods stores in cities throughout the land. 


The opposition that women have met at every stage of their 
advance into the business and professional world has been uniform 
and persistent. Woman must not do the things that men have been 
doing for the reason that it would be unladylike for her to be so 
engaged ; this has been the admonition that has greeted her on'every 
hand. But through necessity or the desire to be more self-supporting 
she has gone on winning her way until today there remain but few 
vocations in which she is not in some degree a competitor: of men. 
As clerks, stenographers, bookkeepers, cashiers; téachers, lawyers, 
preachers, women are proving their fitness, and the fact that there is 
a strong tendency to equalize the wages paid women and men for 
doing the same work does not seem to operate against the former's 
growing popularity in the business world. The business woman has 
arrived and seems destined to stay. 


THE town of Upland in Dickinson county, . | 
Kan., affords an interesting example of 
cooperative work. Three mutual companies 
in flourishing condition have their headquar- 
ters in Upland, which is not a large place; 
they are an insurance organization, a tele- 
phone company and a mercantile corporation. 
At a meeting of farmers twenty-five years 
ago it was agreed that whenever a fire | 
occurred an assessment should be levied to - 
make good the damage. The company then organized has now 
3500 members. When it was started it was decided that $2 a day 
was enough to pay any officer, and that amount has never been 
raised. This is paid only when the officer works. 


These farmers built a creamery. Later-it was concluded that 
it would be a good idea to bring farm produce along with the milk, 
to run a store. A cooperative organization with a capital of $25,000 
was formed, and the store has been so profitable that the ‘stock is 
quoted at $150 for a hundred-dollar share. It is called the Golden 
Rule Company, and it owns a grain elevator. The telephone com- 
pany serves over 4000 persons, most of them.farmers. It is purely 
mutual, with no capital stock. No fixed rental is charged, each 
owner of a telephone paying a proportionate share of the expense 
of operation and maintenance. Each’ farmer must buy outright 
a long distance telephone. The first year’s expense is about $35, 
which includes instrument, connection and dues. After that the 
‘cost is about $5 a year. : 

What has been accomplished by these Kansas farmers illustrates 
what might be done in other localities in the way of cutting out the — 
usual middlemen's profit and keeping down expenses for the» ~ 
consumer. It would stop part of the cry about high prices, ~ 
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
